recess, members of the state legis- 
lature returned'to Madison today-for 
their second -week of, work. The sen- 
ate resumes this afternoon, and the 
assembly "will begin sessions tomor- 
row. 


A score of vital bills are expect- 


ed to be showered on both houses 
before the Tveek is over, among- the 
most important of -which will be tax 
bills introduced in the assembly by 
Prof. Harold Groves, Madison Pro- 
gressive. The bills reveal the chief 
objectives in the 
administration's 


tax program. 


They provide changes in income 


taxation, taxation of dividends un- 
der the general income tax, tax- 
ation of interest under a special in- 
come tax, and a utility tax. An ad 
valorem tax on. telephone companies 
and a general increase in inheritance 
_tax rates will be covered in bills 
to be introduced later, .Assemblyman 
-Groves said. 


The general-Income tax bill has 


four major provisions: A raise in the 
schedule of rates for individual in- 
comes over ?3,000, beginning- with a, 
2 per cent Tate on the fourth ?!,- 
000 and raising the rate on each ad- 
ditional ?1,000 one-half of 1 per cent 
higher; increase of the 
exemption 


for children, and dependents from ?3 
to 54;-repeal of the three-year-aver- 


i, system ^of taxing incomes, and

Under Mr. Groves' second 
bfll, 


providing ~taxatioif of-- dividends iii- 
der the .general income tax/ divi- 
dends of corporations which- pay 
the "Wisconsin corporate,income tax 
will not be exempt from income tax- 
ation. 


Third Bin Hits Banks 


" Under the third bill a second at- 
tempt to make the income from in- 
tangible property bear a just portion 
of the tax burden win be made. This 
bill, providing taxation of interest 
•under a special income tax is aimed 
especially at banks but will include 
income from intangibles held by in- 
dividuals as well, Mr. Groves' assert- 
ed. 


A fourth bill provides for taxation 


of utilities , at the average-rate for 
the districts in which the utility 
lies. This is an attempt to equalize 
ths tax burden between -utilities and 
other property located in the- same 
district. 


"At present these -utilities - pay 


taxes at the average state rate, 
which is lower in many cases than 
the local rates which apply to other 
property .in the same localities," Mr. 
Groves said. "The present system of 
distributing- the receipts from utility 
taxes will be retained except that 
no locality will be permitted to re- 
ceive back in utility taxes more than 
one-half of 1 percent of the equaliz- 
ed value of its property. The excess 
•will go to the county and be dis- 
tributed according to school popula- 
tion." 


In discussing the proposed repeal 


of the three-year-average system of 
taxing incomes, Mr. Groves ' said, 
"this will make possible the transi- 
tion to the single year bass without 
taxlngr more than one Tear's income 
in any one year. -without an in- 
ordinate loss of revenue to the state, 
End -without the possibility of shifting 
through the manipulation, of ac- 
counts, income •earned in one .year 
to another year."

may our nation be persuaded to as- 
sume, world leadership in the peace 
movement—a question which we 
ought.to answer before we part,' 
she - concluded.

Tliis pronouncement of British pol- 


icy pledged liberation to India's 50,- 
000 political prisoners If "civil quiet 
is proclaimed and assured" in India. 


In a long declaration of British 


government policy, which the prime 
minister read carefully, tho weight 
of government support was pledged 
to the findings of the committees of 
tho round table confeience -which 
has been laboring in London for tno 
months. 


These envisage a national federal 


government of India along- the gen- 
eral lines of the United States con- 
gress, with a senate and house of 
representatives, and with the execu- 
tive power in the hands of a gover- 
nor general who will have a cabinet 
of responsible Indian ministers chos- 
en from the national assembly. 


The governor general will wiold 


authority as tho British sovereign's 
nominal executive, as in other Brit- 
ish dominions.

He declared that all Indian com- 


munities, small and great, must be 
safeguarded In any constitution for 
India. 


It was interpreted as a reference 


to Mahatma Gandhi when he said 
he regretted that all the elements in 
India were not represented at the 
round table- 


"He who stirs up dissention and 


suspicion among any people Is doing 
a disservice." he said. 


One of bis important pronounce- 


ments was a promise to grant am- 
nesty to political prisoners in India 
if appeals made in their behalf at 
the round table conference are re- 
sponded to In India b>" civil quiet 
and order. 


He said also that the

garden may have the sun the better.

seen In city back yards which get 
only a few hours of sun daily. If the 
garden can have sun from nine in 
the morning until three in the af- 
ternoon, any of the common vege- 
tables can be grown 
successfully. 


Many of the standard vegetables can 
be grown with even less sun than 
this. This has been proved by actual 
experimental test. It is not an ex- 
periment of dubious result to try to 
grow vegetables on a partially shad- 
ed site. 


Ideal soil Isn't often found. Take 


the soil as you find it and proceed to 
build it up. This is no great task. 
The. one feature to avoid is a low ly- 
ing position that is always soggy and 
in which the water is bound to stand 
after rains. This Is one feature that 
bars a site for successful vegetables 
until drainage has been supplied. 


A vegetable garden 50 by 100 feet 


will furnish an adequate supply of 
vegetables for a family of six. Small- 
er families need smaller gardens and 
when the space is very limited select 
and specialize on a favorite vege 
table.

- this country. The article in the Chi-" 


cago Tribune does not single out the 
small user but treats the Ontario en- 
terprise as a unit and shows that it re- 
ceives a higher price per kilowatt hour 
when its entire distribution is aver- 
aged, than similarly constructed util- 
ities in this country. The Tribune dis- 
putes the fairness of the rate given to 


- the small user and claims it has re- 


sulted because the utility being owned 
by the people is deep in politics. "In- 


- evitably, a publicly owned power busi- 
- ness in a democracy will kotow to the 
\ voters," says the Tribune, and con- 
- tinues, "It will seek to 'make up for 
- excessively low domestic rates by rel- 
i atively high industrial rates. Political- 


ly this is expedient, but a low domestic 


- rate can contribute relatively little to 
- the upbuilding of a community while 


a low industrial rate can hardly avoid 
contributing much." 


It doesn't seem that the rates of pub- 


lic service corporations should be ad- 
justed for the purpose of attempting 


- "to build up a community any more 
'- than, for political purposes or the at- 


tempt to please a great number of peo- 
ple. While classification of rates is a 
most difficult problem and never can 
be done with perfect or exact justice 
it can be done with approximate fair- 
ness, for we can ascertain about the 
fraction of the entire product of the 
utility that goes to households, the 
fraction to business houses and the 
fraction to industrial plants, and allo- 
cate to each its proportion of the cost 
and upkeep- of the property and make 
rates accordingly. This will be neither 
punishing nor softsoaping the little fel- 
low but merely giving him justice and 
if he continues to complain which he 
may do, he will simply continue to 
complain. 


is in a state of revolution, into which 
Virginia, after a long struggle, has 
been drawn, and though I recognize 
no necessity for this state of things, 
yet in my own person I had to meet 
the question, whether I should take 
part against my native state.

It is an entirely sensible set of sug- 


gestions that the National Crime com- 
mission has made in connection with 
the,handling of psychiatric cases in 
American, criminal courts and prisons. 


Realizing that the "expert testi- 


mony"" racket has become a farce, the 
commission -proposes that each state 
provide 'psychiatric clinics for 
large 


xourts-so that an impartial and detailed 
examination could be made of the men- 
tal state of every man accused of crime. 


The advantages of such a step are 


obvious. Rich defendants could no 
longer evade justice by hiring all the 
experts in sight "to testify that they 
are mentally deranged; and, on the 
other hand, a poor man, genuinely un- 
balanced mentally, would have a much 
better chance of getting the treatment 
he needs than he does under the pres- 
.ent hit-or-miss_system. 


The way we handle psychiatric cases 


shas been a disgrace for years and yet 
the fault belongs with the state leg- 
islature as they have the authority to 
provide a different way. 


ROBERT E. LEE 


One hundred twenty-four years ago 


today General Robert E. Lee, son of 
"Light-Horse Harry" Lee of revolu- 


-jtkraary fame, was born at Stratford, 
""^Virginia. He was the greatest confed- 
, "crate general, ranked as one of the 
" world's great commanders, and will 


pass into history as a great American. 


There is a phase of Lee's character 


which is not generally considered, and 
that is the great mental struggle lie 
passed through when it became nec- 
essary for him to choose between the 
IJnion and his native state. 


Lee was not a rabid secessionist, "be- 


cause he had been trained from early 
life to think nationally, yet 
he 


Jived in a period when the the- 
ories of state's rights were dom- 
inant 
political issues. Having in- 


herited -his military instinct from his 
illustrious father, he chose the army 
as his profession, and graduated with 
honors from West Point. He served 
with distinction in the Mexican war 
ander General Wiafield Scott When 
the Virginia convention adopted the 
•ordinance of secession, Lee was forced 
to choose between the .Union and his 
state. After a severe mental struggle 
he chose the latter, and in making the 
choice his menial attitude is well ex- 
pressed in a letter ;«hjch he wrote his 
sister: "\Ye arc in & state of war which 
jvill jrjjfcld to nothing.

B. E. LEE'S BIRTH 


On Jan. 19, 1S07, Robert E. Lee, commander- 


in-chief of the Confederate armies in the Civil 
Vv"ar, was bom in Westmoreland county, Va., 
thelson of a Revolutionary War veteran. 


At -18, he entered West Point, graduated sec- 


ond" In his class and received a commission m the 
engineer corps. 
After the Mexican War, in 


which he was repeatedly promoted for distin- 
guished services, he became superintendent of 
West Point. 
His next service was as cavalry commander 


on the Texas border. He was recalled to Wash- 
ington In March, 1S61, when seven states had 
formed the Southern Confederacy. A month later 
Lee sent in his resignation, and, within two 
days, was made commander-in-chief of the mil- 
itary forces'at Richmond. 


After successfully leading his forces in the 


early days of the war, Lee finally yielded to the 
superior armies of Grant, surrendering his arm* 
at Appomattox courthouse, Virginia. -Lee then 
accepted the presidency of Washington College 
now Washington and Lee. at Lexington, Va., in 
which post he remained until his death in 1S70.

ond sis months of 1930, and that 
during the year many large dollar 
loans were paid off or their amounts 
materially reduced by calls or sink 
ing fund operations, will play quite 
a part in making up the final esti 
mate of the credit balance position 
of this country for the year. 


The separate statistics of Decem 


her foreign trade indicate that the 
outward and inward movement of 
merchandise is being seriously af 
fected by the contracted purchasing 
power of foreign countries, plus the 
higher tariff enacted into law some 
months ago. Exports last month 
showed a decrease of 5153,000,000 
or 36 per cent, from the amount in 
December, 1929. 
This 
compares 


with a decline in November of 34.7 
per cent from the same month the 
year previous. The decrease 
has 


> been progressive for some months 


Imports in December 
decreased 


$101,500,000, or 32 per cent. This 
loss in percentage is not so high as 
that of November, -which, reached 
nearly 40 per cent, and the dollar 
amount for December was greater 
than for November. It is necessary, 
however, to go back in the recorc 
to such years as 1924 and 1921 to 
find foreign .trade figures as unsatis- 
factory as those now being publish- 
ed. Not only are they affected by 
a falling off in shipments in some 
•lines as much, as 30 to 40 per cent, 
but by the heavy drop in the prices 
of the goods or commodities export- 
ed or imported.

Should Watch Shadows 


Choose a brown, blue, black mauve
